Saskatchewan's Hospital Bill 

The cost of operating hospitals in Saskatchewan 
in 1951 was 63 percent higher than in Manitoba. Such 
are the facts as set forth in the preliminary report of 
Canadian hospital for 1951 just issued by the Domin¬ 
ion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa. 

In Manitoba, the cost per head of population 
worked out at $11.60. In Saskatchewan, hospital ex¬ 
penditures soared to $18.90 per head. Saskatchewan 
has a government-run system of compulsory hospital 
insurance. Manitoba has not. 

Explanation for the substantially higher cost of 
hospitalization per head of population in Saskatchew¬ 
an is revealed by the DBS report as being administra¬ 
tive overhead of the government-run hospital plan 
Commission on tax collections alone amounted to 
$153,283. Salaries, publicity, rent, and other factors 
contributed to Saskatchewan’s high hospitalization 
c °sts. . . * —Brooks Bulletin.
